Defies F. D. R. 
Harrison, who 
sponsored

changes objected to by the presi­ 
dent, immediately defied Mr. Roose­ 
velt and made plain that he would

Senate 
version of the bill. 
Mr. Roosevelt said 
that 
these 
proposals would help, 
not 
hurt 
business and asserted that their re­ 
tention was highly desirable inas­ 
much as they symbolize a funda­ 
mental principle of taxation. 
“The repeal of the undistributed 
profits tax, and the reduction of the 
tax on capital gains to a fraction 
of the tax on other forms of in­ 
come,” said Mr. Roosevelt, "strike 
at the root of fundamental princi­ 
ples of taxation.” 
Plans Test of Power

place from May 12 to 17 when the 
air force attempt* to defend the 
northeastern section of the United 
States against a theoretical enemy

chief industrial area. 
Similar military problems will be 
worked out In all other sections of 
the country, continuing until late 
summer or early fall.

Mary Baker Eddy 
The wonderful way in which Love 
is able to reach and liberate us, no 
m atter where we are, w as experi­ 
enced by a man who, at the begin­ 
ning of the world war, w as living in 
a country in which, due to the war, 
he w as suddenly considered an en ­ 
emy. W ith m any other civilians he 
found 
him self 
imprisoned 
under 
m ost terrible conditions. 
However, 
just before the war, his daughter 
had returned to a city in his home 
country, where she had heard of 
Christian Science. She felt sure it 
would 
help to liberate 
both 
her 
father and her fam ily; so she wrote 
them letters about it, quoting pas­ 
sages from the Christian Science 
textbook. As was usual during that 
period, all of her letters were cen­ 
sored, but part of a letter finally 
reached her father in his dungeon, 
and it contained the follow ing sen ­ 
tences from w hat is known as “the 
scientific statem en t of being” by 
Mary Baker Eddy; "There is no life, 
truth, intelligence, nor substance in 
matter. All is infinite Mind and its 
infinite m anifestation, for God is 
A ll-in-all. . . . Spirit is God, and 
man is H is im age and 
likeness. 
Therefore man is not m aterial; he 
is spiritual” (Science and Health, p. 
468). 
H e read and reread these 
statem ents. 
H e did not know who 
had w ritten them nor had he ever 
heard of C hristian Science. But as 
he grasped their m eaning he knew 
that he w as free. He told me that 
whenever he w as returned to the 
cell w ith the others after having 
been taken out for a Mew hours he 
would think as he heard the keys' 
turn in each gate and door, "I am 
free, for God is free, and I am H is 
Image and likeness.” I am sure you 
will not be surprised 
when I tell 
you that this man w as soon set free 
from the prison-cel! in wiiieh the 
m aterialism of hatred and fear and 
the resultant effect, war, claimed to 
have imprisoned him. He returned 
to his own country, and there he 
heard for the first tim e of Christian 
Science and th at it w as a woman. 
Mary Baker Eddy, who had brought 
this freedom to him. He realized 
that the great love which prompted 
her to share her 
discovery with 
mankind had m ade it possible for 
this truth to reach him in a dun­ 
geon in a distant country and to 
liberate him 
m entally, spiritually, 
and finally physically. Love w as in ­ 
deed his liberator. 
Mrs. Eddy not 
only discovered 
this Science, w ith 
its gospel of 
freedom, but she experienced in her 
own career th is freedom. 
After 
discovering 
Christian Science she 
had to prove that true womanhood 
is free from the pettiness, the phy­ 
sical weakness, the lack of logic, 
and the lack of business ability, as 
well as other ham pering lim itations 


that, particularly at that tim e, bs* 
set womankind. Thia Mrs. Eddy did 
m ost wonderfully 
and exem plified 
in her life th at true womanhood is 
aa much the likeness of God as true 
manhood. She proved In her indi­ 
vidual experience that wom anhood 
is free to express strength, courage, 
infinite love, and wisdom .

Christian Science she discerned and 
with Christian Science she proved 
that which she wrote in a poem 
called “W oman’s R ights,” namely, 
that woman is free to “point to 
heaven and lead the w ay” (Poem s, 
p. 21). 


In no way has her proof of tho

W hile depending w holly on ths 
love of God, our Father, which sus­ 
tains, supplies, supports, and pro­ 
vides all good, Mrs. Eddy demon­ 
strated the love of God, our Moth­ 
er, which em braces all hum anity in 
one family, and thus holds them to­ 
gether In the united activities of a 
church which Is indeed a Mother 
Church. 
It was the dem onstration 
of divine Love in her human ex­ 
perience as the Founder and Lead­ 
er of Christian Science which mad* 
every step in the founding of thit 
church a successful one. Thc world 
looks on and sees, what to Its sens* 
seem s to be a splendid organiza- 
tion, a good business, a remarkable, 
centralized form of government, but 
to the Christian Scientist who uses 
Christian Science to "discern the 
spiritual fact of w hatever the m a­ 
terial senses behold” these things

1935, declaring that Congress could 
not constitutionally delegate power 
to the President to prevent interstate 
shipments of “Hot Oil,” did not deny 
Congress the power to deal with the 
problem. Accordingly, Congress im­ 
mediately did what it should have 
done in the first place, that is, it 
passed a law specifically prohibiting 
such shipments. The law is still in ef­ 
fect and is in no danger of an adverse 
Court decision. This, the President 
neglects to mention. 
Similarly, one might point out how 
nine of the fourteen decisions adverse 
to the New Deal were evaded, at least 
in large part, by new legislation 
passed in 1935 and 1936. The President 
fails to mention any of these mea­ 
sures, leaving his readers, at least 
those who have not closely followed 
developments in Washington, with 
the impression that the New Deal 
was checkmated by the Supreme 
Court 
The charge that the Court has been 
a “super-legislature” is nothing new. 
That the Executive rather than the 
Court has been the “super-legisla­ 
ture” In recent years should need no 
demonstration. The essential feature 
of legislative power is the determina­ 
tion of the policies of governm ent 
Even the casual observer knows that 
policy determination during the past 
five years has been exercised by the 
White House rather than by Congress. 
An examination of : '.a decisions 
does not bear out the claim that the 
Court has Ignored the theory that 
laws should not be invalidated unless 
unconstitutional "beyond all reason­ 
able doubt." The New Deal majority 
in Congress, it should be recalled, 
passed the President’s measures with 
little 
regard 
for 
constitutionality. 
Even the Chief Executive is on record 
as urging the passage of a measure 
even though of doubtful constitution­ 
ality. leaving it to the courts to de­ 
termine that matter. 
Incidentally, instead of "frequent­ 
ly” invalidating New Deal measures 
by 5 to 4 votes, the Court actually 
handed down only two such decisions 
against such acts. Seven decisions 
were unanimous, two were 8 to I, and 
three were 6 to 3. 
These observations are sufficient to 
Indicate that court history written 
in the New Deal style needs consider­ 
able explaining and supplementing.

R oosevelt 
had 
confidence 
under 
H oover but there w as then great unem ploym ent. 
A t first thought, th is seem s like a plausible e x ­ 
planation b u t w hen analyzed, it does n ot explain. 
In the first place, th ere w ere m any buslnees m en 
who did not have confidence in H oover. 
H e a d ­ 
vocated keeping up w ages, Ju st a s R oosevelt h a s 
advocated keeping up w ages; 
he advocated high 
inheritance ta x and incom e tax, ju s t a s R oosevelt 
advocates th ese things. 
T hese w ere tw o th in g s th a t 
H oover did w hich caused people to lack confidence 
in 
him. 
H oover 
also 
advocated 
high 
protective 
tariffs, w hich caused those people dealing w ith farm 
population 
to 
have 
less 
confidence 
in 
the 
a d ­ 
m inistration. 


The real 
reason 
for Jack 
of confidence 
under 
H oover w as possibly not so m uch the im m ediate a c ts 
th a t he had legislated, a s th e law s th a t had been 
enacted y ears before. 
T he p rim ary one of these 
law s th a t had been passed 15 y ears before H oover 
wa* P resident, w as the F ederal R eserve act, w hich 
p erm itted th e b an k s to pyram id credit. 
T h is caused 
a price level based on cred it th a t could not be 
m aintained. 
It m ade a very w eak bank stru c tu re 
and everyone know s th a t people w ere dem anding 
th eir m oney and a tte m p tin g to co n v ert it Into gold. 
T his caused people to have little confidence in w h at 
the price stru c tu re w ould be if people w ere p er­ 
m itted to corner th e gold In th e country. 
T his w as 
a p rim ary cause in the lack of confidence under 
the H oover ad m in istratio n . 
T his fe a r of cornering gold by p riv ate citizens b as 
been elim inated by th e bank a c t passed in 1933, so 
there to now no fear from business men th a t prices 
will drop because gold will be cornered. 


Different Causes for Lack of Confidonco 
B u t u n d er R oosevelt, th e re are differen t causes 
for lack of confidence. 
H e h as insisted on the U n­ 
distrib u ted P ro fits ta x w hich really p u t the incom e 
tax law into effect and m ade it im possible for 
rich m en to em bark in In d u stry and m ake large 
p ro fits w ith o u t h aving a very large fraction of it 
taken from them . 
The law s w ere also changed 
so th a t th e losses from one y e ar could not be 
carried over to a prosperous y ear; so, if a m an lost 
in one y ear an d won in a n o th er year, h is losses 
could not be deducted from his profits. 
H e pays 
tax es on his p ro fits and his losses belong to h im ­ 
self.

R oosevelt ad m in istratio n th a t causes the business 
m an to lack c o n " V i m '» the W agner L abor R ela­ 
tio n s act, w i i I 
y com pel* the em ployer 
to tak e w h a tev e r^ W y t/.^ * a b o r union m ight order 
him to take. 
A dded to 
', the W ag n er law p e r­ 
m its th e P re sid e n t’s ap p o in tees to be the Judge 
of w hat co n stitu tes a day’s w ork and w hether or 
not a m an can be dism issed for inefficiency. 


Confidence in Unions New Required 
T his law certain ly rem oves alm o st ail the con­ 
fidence 
th a t an y b u siness m an 
m ight have. 
It 
really require* a 
business 
m an 
to 
tra n s fe r 
his 
confidence from his own ju d g m en t to a belief th a t 
labor unions an d th e governm ent w ill select good 
help for him . 
A nd no business m an, of course, 
believes o th ers w ho have a self in te rest in th eir 
decisions are as good a judge as he him self is. 
T h at 
is th e reason he is in business. 
U nder these rules, 
one b u siness m an h as ab o u t a s good a chance of 
succeeding as a n o th e r; w hich is certainly not the 
case. 


Then, again, Roosevelt's determ ination to spend 
hundreds of m illions of dollars producing power 
plants, duplicating services already rendered, caused 
people to lose confidence in investing in any public 
utilities. 


So lack of confidence In the present adm inistration 
is the cause of the present unem ploym ent but the 
difference between the causes of lack of confidence 
under R oosevelt and H oover are entirely different.
